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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed Jun. 05, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument regarding claim 5, that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., Muranaga does not "location-based translation services to a 
wireless device" and "at least one probable target language from the plurality of 
prioritized probable target language for transmission to the wireless device through a 
wireless network,"). Examiner respectfully disagrees, In specification paragraph [0012} 
described the location base is a service of translating a source language to a target 
language, therefore, the mobile terminal (10) send the original message (source 
language) to center (40) for translating to local language (target language) and send 
back to mobile terminal (1 0) through a wireless net work (see fig.1 , element 32 and fig. 
4, steps T1-T7). 

In response to applicant's argument regarding claims 2, 3, 7, 10, 15-17, 19, and 
23 that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted 
that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., Muranaga does not "the network node 
transmitting to the wireless device a target language according to the location of the 
device," and Kitahara does not disclose "a user, from a status of being able to generally 
choose applications on the wireless device, may select translation services via a single 
input to the wireless device and wherein the target translation language will be pre- 
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selected"). Examiner respectfully disagrees, "the network node transmitting to the 
wireless device a target language according to the location of the device" for the same 
reason described above with respect to claim 5 and also Kitahara does disclose "a user, 
from a status of being able to generally choose applications on the wireless device, may 
select translation services via a single input to the wireless device and wherein the 
target translation language will be pre-selected". In fig. 5 and fig. 18, the user of the 
mobile terminal (1) has a display (101) with plurality of languages option and user 
selects the automatic interpretation service by pressing of the up-down button as a 
single input (see fig. 5, fig. 18, step s 104 paragraphs [0037]-[0039] and its description). 

With broadest reasonable interpretations above, therefor the previous rejection of 
claim 2 should be sustained.
